Thu Bird* in \Vtncer7 


What do the birds do in winter? 
Many 


you know, go South. 
As a general Ihing, 


winter's cold does not seem lo eflee t thosu 
who stay with us. 
Tho truth is, birds are 


remarkably well guarded against cold by 
their thick covering of down and feathers 
and tte quick circulation of their blood. 


The chickadee is never EO lively as in 


clear cold weather. 
When the thermome- 


ter is three or four degreea below zero, it 
shows by its behavior that it is preity uold. 


Un such a morning I have seen a small 


flock of them on the Eunny side of a thick 
hemlock, rather quiet wiih ruffled feathers, 
like balls of gray fur, waiting with an oc- 
casional chirp, foi the sun's rays to warm 
them up ; a little sober, perhaps, but ready, 
if cold continued to get used to it. 


What do they eat ? Our merciful Father 


does not .cave the earth bare. There is food 
enough and to spare. 
The seeds of tbe 


graases and taller summer (lowers, and the 
elders, birches and maples famish supplies 
that the cold aa'l snow does not destroy j 
also the buds of various trees and shrubs,- 
for the buds do nut first come in the spring, 
as some people thitik ; there ate buds all 
winter ; tbere are insects, too. 


A suaoy oook any time during the winter 


will show you a variety of two-winged Sies, 
and several kinds rf spiders, often in great 
numbers, nnd as brisk as ever. Then in the 
crevices of the tree bark and dead wood 
there must be someibing nice to be 
had, 


judging from Ihe aciivi'.y of the chickadees, 
goldcresis, and their associates. 


In tbe winter no mischief can be done ; 


Thtreis no.fruit to steal. 
Nothing can bs 


destroyed now except the farmer's enemies ; 
yet the birds keep at work all the lime. 


Winter, too, 
is favorable to sociability 


among birds as among people. The chicka- 
dee, 
the gold-crested 
wren, the rcbite- 


breasted nut-hatch, nnd the downy wood- 
pecker from a little winter clique. 
You do 


not often see one of the members without 
one or more of the others. 


No sound in nature is more cheery than 


the calls of a little troop of ibis kind, echo- 
ing though the woods on a still, sunnv day 
in winter—the lively chatter of the chicka- 
dee, 
the slonder contented pipe of the 


roldcn-cresis, and the emphatic, business- 
ika hauk ol the nut-batch, as they drift 
eisurely along from tree to tree.

Tho General Assembly accomplished a big 


day's work yesterday, the Senat e holding 
threo sessions and tho IIouso two, The 
most Important measure ailed upon was the 
passage by tha Senate of Mr. Powcl'a bill 
regulating tho Bay fisheries. Tho bill pro- 
hibits trapping or heart seinlog from sunset, 
Friday, until sunrise Mouday.from April 15 
nnillJune 10, each year until and Including 
1874. 


A great Republican mass meeting is to be 


held In Cooper Institute this evening of those 
who desire to publicly express their confl- 
dcnco in llio sagacity, fidelity, persistent 
energy and unfaltering patriotism of Geu. 
Grant. The call Is signed by over two hun- 
dred of tho beat known and most respectable 
names in tho city, including such mots as 
Te'.er Cooper, Edward Pierrepont, Henry 
plows', James Gordon Bennett,E. D. Morgan, 
Georjre Opdyko and William E. Dodge.
